The statistics reveal a 
movement of 16,-164 head 
into the U.S. from Canada, 
compared to 5254 at the 
same period a year ago. 

Maurice Kraut, livestock 
market economist with 
Alberta Agriculture, said 
the reason for added inter¬ 
est of U.S. buyers is 
because of Lhe economics 
involved. The general 
optimism shown in the 
cattle market of U.S. buyers 
and the 13% discount avail¬ 


able uii the Cnimdiun dollar 
gives U.S. buyers five dol¬ 
lars in their pocket, accord¬ 
ing to Kraut. 

Top quality lightweight 
feeder cattle in Edmonton 
priced at $65 (Canadian) are

Of the S14.7 million 
increase requested by the 
three organizations, S10 
million should be for 
research and development 
of alternative methods for 
predator control, Helle said. 
"We need research to 
develop new damage con¬ 
trol methods that are more 
effective, selective, and 
safe,” he said. 

Barron stated that new 
government requirements 
such as EPA registrations 


fur chemical uses have 
"Hky-rockotod'' research 
costs and with ”tho 
mountain of paperwork" 
and overhead involved, “it 
will take a 60% increase in 
the research budget just to 
maintain the present level 
of research not to mention 
the expanded research 
which is urgently needed.” 

All three testified that not 
only was the animal damage 
control program suffering 
from a lack of funds but 
from a lack of personnel * 'to 
do an adequate job." They 
asked members of the Two 
Congressional committees 
to provide for 122 additional 
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operational staff positions 
und for Hfl new research 
positions. Kunkle pointed 
out that in 1973-74, 60 
full-time positions wore 
"arbitrarily and unfairly” 
removed from the animal 
damage control program 
and shifted to other fish and 
wildlife programs. 

Helle said that it was 
ironical that the administra¬ 
tion was proposing an 
increase of $47 million for 
the protection of wildlife but 
practically no increase for 
the protection of domestic 
animals which are essential 
to meet our nation's food 
and fiber needs.

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USDA urging use of co-ops by cattlemen 


ItKh'jK'nfionL, family- 
farm livestock producer h 
could counteract tho struc¬ 
tural changes in the red 
meat industry if those pro¬ 
ducers would make more 
externalve use of coopera¬ 
tives. That's what the U.S. 
Deportment of Agriculture 
believes. 

USDA ’ reported that 
changes in the meat indus¬ 
try ero threatening the 
survival of tho producers. 

USDA'a report, "The 
Future Role of Cooperatives 
in the Red Meats Industry,'' 
said more extensive use of 
cooperatives could improve 
the market position of the 
independent, family-sized 
livestock producer, as well 
as counteract the structural 
change in the industry. The 
structural change has strip¬ 
ped much nf the producers’ 
protection. 


Tlie structural change, 
USDA said, has come in 
"the form of increased 
direct buying, lost local 
markets, vertical integra¬ 
tion and fewer buyers in 
packing, wholesaling and 
retailing." 

The report said, "Tho 
market power advantage of 
buyers, over producers, has 
become obvious—indeed 
awesome" as producers in¬ 
creasingly must deal with 
buyers one-on-one with less 
reliable information and 
fewer alternatives. 

Among the alternatives 
the report suggested to help 
producers get a more equit¬ 
able share of income from 
the marketplace are: 

* Development, and op¬ 
eration by cooperatives, of a 
marketing system built 
around a centralized elec¬ 
tronic exchange, such as 


teletype auction or compu¬ 
terized exchange, to main¬ 
tain an open competitive 
market and strengthen the 
voice of producers. 

• Organization of bar¬ 


gaining associations to 
negotiate higher prices and 
better terms of trade with 
packers on behalf of 
member producers. 

• Cooperative coordina¬ 


tion of all production-distri¬ 
bution stages from producer 
to consumer, including 
cooperatives' ownership of 
certain facilities and/or 
custom contracting ar- 


LMA opposing new USDA rate plan 


The Livestock Marketing 
Assn. (LMA) has lodged 
strong opposition to a USDA 
proposal on rates. 

The proposal would com¬ 
pel all livestock marketing 
businesses to charge for 
their services on a per-head 
basis only. The proposal 
also provides that the 
charges be subjected to 
arbitrary approval or disap¬ 
proval by the USDA. 

In announcing its flat 
rejection of the proposal, 
LMA labeled the proposal 
"contradictory" and "de¬ 


ceptively the-opposite" of 
the department's claim that 
the step represents a move 
toward deregulation. 

"Not only would the pro¬ 
posed regulation Impose a 
costly and depressive bur¬ 
den on livestock market¬ 
ing," said C.T. Sanders, 
general manager of the 
LMA. "but the announce¬ 
ment of it by the govern¬ 
ment as a step toward less 
regulation is an affront to 
the industry."

WITH BEEF PRODUCTION UP during the past 10 lo 20 
days on stronger wholesale values, strong retailer 
resistance to higher prices has become apparent. Beef 
prices apparently continue under slow surveillance in 
Washington. Government beef procurement agencies have 
been ordered to reduce purchases. More highly organized 
resistance to higher prices, supported tacitly by the 
administration, could develop. 

The quarterly cattle-on-feed report released recently 
revealed a continuing buildup in cattle numbers on feed and 
this included numbers approaching marketable weight and 
quality. Marketings for January through March were up 
only 5% and this included a 1% reduction for March in 
marketing of the seven major feeding states. Total 
placements for the quarter were up 16%, but this included 
sizable numbers returned to grass, especially in the west.

The Senate agriculture 
committee has approved 
two separate bills to make 
changes in the U.S. farm 
price supports. 

The committee okayed 
a bill to raise the target price 
for 19?8 crop wheat to $3.40 
per bushel. That is the 
measure U.S. .President 
Jimmy Carter has said he 
would accept. 

Additionally, the commit¬ 
tee approved a bill intro¬ 
duced by Senator Dick Clark 
(D-Iowa) to raise the price 
support levels of the 1977 
farm act for wheat, feed- 
grains and cotton. 

The committee approved 
the Clark bill with one 
modification which would 
grant the Agriculture Secre¬ 
tary authority to raise the 
cotton loan rate above the 
level specified by the 
formula for determining 
cotton loan rates. 

In addition to the cotton 
modification, the bill would 
raise the 1978 target price 
for wheat to $3.40 per 
bushel and the wheat loan 
rate to $2.60, the 1078 corn 
target price to $2.30 and the 
loan rate to $2.20, and set a 
1978 cotton price of 60 cents 
per lb. The price support 
modifications would also 
apply to subsequent crop 
years affected by the 1977 
Farm Act. 

The committee approved 
both bills in order to have 
them available for full 
Senate consideration in the 

CANADIAN 
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event Cnrter can bo per¬ 
suaded to accept the Clark 
bill's modifications to the 
1977 act regarding feed- 
grain and cotton price sup¬ 
ports and the increase in the 
wheat loan rate. 

Clark said he talked 
recently with Carter on the 
telephone about Clark’s 
proposal and received 
neither encouragement nor 
discouragement. Clark said 


he hope.H for a chance lo 
meet with Carter in tiio next 
few days to try to win 
Carter's support for his 
measure. 

In the meantime, Senator 
Robert Dole (R-Kan.) won 
the committee’s approval to 
modify his bill introduced 
recently. The bill originally 
set a $3.50 target price for 
1978 crop wheat and would 
also apply to subsequent 


crop years. Dole modified 
his bill to lower the tnrgcL 
price to S3.40 and apply it to 
197H crop wheat only, 
because that is the only item 
Carter has said he will 
accept. Dole indicated he 
modified his bill in order to 
have something available 
for Senate consideration to 
help farmers if Carter will 
not support the Clark 
measure. 


Senate agriculture com¬ 
mittee chairman Herman 
Talmadge (D-Ga.) said he 
recently discussed with his 
House counterpart, legis¬ 
lative strategy concerning 
more farm price support 
legislation. Talmadge said 
Congressman Thomas Fo¬ 
ley (D-Wash.) has not dis¬ 
cussed with his committee 
exactly what legislative 
road to travel. 


Talmadge oxpluin'.-ri the 
options available to the 
House are : t \ t<» seek a new 
House-Senate conference 
on the defeated raisin 
marketing hill to which farm 
price support increases 
were attached, 2) to proceed 
from scratch with new legis¬ 
lation, and 3) do nothing. 

In other action, the 
Senate committee passed a 
bill to raise the Commodity 
Credit Corp.'s (CCC) bor¬ 
rowing authority to S25 
million. 


Export promotion ideas to halt inflation launched 


The Carter administra¬ 
tion has launched a top- 
level study of ways to in¬ 
crease U.S. agricultural and 
commercial exports as part 
of the President's anti¬ 
inflation scheme announced 
April 11. 

The newly-appointed ex¬ 
port policy task force, com¬ 
posed of several Cabinet 
members at the assistant 
secretary level, met to dev¬ 
elop a work plan to cover all 
types of exports. Treasury 
assistant secretary Fred 
Bergsten said. 

He toid reporters that one 
important issue he and 
other task force members 
will consider is methods by 
which U.S. firms benefit 
from a drop in the U.S. dol¬ 
lar's value. 

Bergsten said the Treas¬ 
ury Department is heading 
the study of export finance 
of such agencies a9 the 
Export-Import Bank. Other 
items to be looked at in¬ 
clude: agricultural export
